OFFICE workers are being 
warned to be on the look- 
out for criminal groups 
operating from their build- 
ings in Canary Wharf. 

Police believe rogue teams are 
running “boiler room" opera- 
tions - similar to those portrayed 
in Hollywood blockbuster The 
Wolf of Wall Street - from offices 
on the estate, offering bogus 
investment opportunities in 
commodities such as art, wine, 
diamonds and precious metals. 

Operation Broadway, 
launched this month, is clamp- 
ing down on the white collar 
crime London-wide. 

Last year, investors lost more 
than £1.73 billion to fraudulent 
schemes, according to reports by 
Action Fraud, operated by City 
of London Police. 

Investment fraud victims are 
duped with the promise of high 
returns, when in reality their 
money is used to fund a life of 
excess and luxury for criminals. 

Operation Broadway has been 
set up specifically to tackle this 
problem by checking on offices 
suspected of being involved in 
some sort of investment scam. 

A number of premises in 
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Canary Wharf and other 
locations in the capital have 
already been visited as part of 
a co-ordinated drive. 

Workers are warned of the 
consequences of being found to 
be party to the sale of worthless 
stocks and shares. 

A 'day of action' on March 19 
also saw uniformed officers 
joining staff from partner agen- 
cies to distribute thousands of 
flyers outside London trans- 
port hubs during morning rush 
hour and the lunchtime break. 

The leaflet campaign was 
focused on an appeal for 


office workers to be on the 
lookout for criminal groups 
who operate in their buildings. 

Signs that an office is being 
used for fraudulent activity 
include companies making up- 
front cash payments for lettings, 
taking short-term leases, work- 
ing unusual hours and not dis- 
playing their name in reception. 

Operation Broadway is run by 
trading standards teams from 
Tower Hamlets, Westminster 
and the City of London, and the 
Met and City of London police, 
and is backed by HMRC and the 
Financial Conduct Authority.

Councils unite to plan 
devolution of power

Driving growth through devolution 

fl Leaders' and Mayors' discussion document

EIGHT London boroughs, 
including Tower Hamlets, 
have published a pioneer- 
ing prospectus detailing 
how devolution could 
work in their area of 
the capital. 

With this prospectus, the 
mayors of Tower Hamlets and 
Newham and leaders from 
Barking & Dagenham, Enfield, 
Greenwich, Havering, Redbridge 
and Waltham Forest councils 
have taken the first step towards 
presenting a case for greater 
devolution of powers from 
central government and London 
regional government. 

The authorities believe the 
growth and development oppor- 
tunities that exist across the 


'sub-region' of east London - 
which has a combined popula- 
tion of more than 2.2 million - 
could act as "an exciting new 
powerhouse" for the captial. 

The devolution prospectus 
outlines a vision for a new 
approach to decision-making 
and service delivery to unlock 
the potential of the eight 
boroughs. 

Some of the new powers set 
out in greater detail in the 
prospectus could include: 

budget holding and com- 
missioning for employment 
services, enabling councils to 
work together to tackle barriers 


and causes of unemployment; 

removing restrictions on 
borrowing related to housing 
to enable councils to build 
more homes; 

a stronger role in transport 
planning and control over local 
bus routes. 

On a borough level powers 
could include: 

a strengthened role in 
town centre planning and 
regulation; 

power to intervene in any 
schools which are coasting 
or failing; 

greater powers over incen- 
tives and penalties for local 



businesses to help tackle the 
proliferation of hot food 
takeaways and cheap, easily 
accessible alcohol. 

Following the publication of 
the prospectus, intended as a dis- 
cussion document, work will 
continue between the eight 
boroughs to develop a busi- 
ness case establishing where 
devolved powers would be 
best exercised at the sub- 
regional level.

Palace visit for local Fellows

A CHARITY founder and a 
local artist were invited 
to a reception hosted by 
the Oueen at Buckingham 
Palace to celebrate the 
50th year of the Winston 
Churchill Memorial Trust. 

Mile End-born Darren Way 
and Dan Jones from Shadwell 
are among thousands of 
people who have been award- 
ed travelling fellowships with 


in its half-century existence. 

Mr Way was awarded a 
fellowship in 2000 and travelled 
across America exploring ap- 
proaches to gang intervention 
and youth disengagement, 
which could be adapted in Tow- 
er Hamlets and across the UK. 

He was invited to the recep- 
tion in recognition of the way 
he used the experience to start 
the ground-breaking charity 
Streets of Growth, which works

across Tower Hamlets helping 
young people to escape a life of 
poverty, crime and violence. 

He said: 'Meeting the Queen 
in person was a real honour. My 
fellowship, visiting some of the 
most socio-economic deprived 
neighbourhoods across the 
world, was extremely challeng- 
ing. It has been just as challeng- 
ing keeping our charity going, 
but the whole experience total- 
ly changed my life." 

Mr Jones from Cable Street 
travelled to Bangladesh on a 
Churchill Fellowship in 1987 to 
work with young people, most- 
ly in Sylhet and Dhaka. He was 
involved in projects with street 
children, minority communities 
and 'schools under the sky'. 

He returned to Tower Hamlets 
with a decorated rickshaw, still 
seen on the streets of the East 
End, and also brought back three 
peacock racing boats used in 
Shadwell Basin for many years. 

The renowned artist has 
spent the last 30 years using 
the knowledge from his trip to 


educate and inform his work 
with his community. 

"My Churchill Fellowship 
really was a life-changing 
experience, giving me a deep- 
er and better understanding 
of the backgrounds, the 
culture and the wonderful coun- 
try of origin of our local Bengali 
community," Mr Jones said. 


Established in 1965 following 
the death of the wartime prime 
minister, the memorial trust 
supports British people from 
all walks of life to experience 
the benefits of overseas travel 
and be inspired to make their 
own unique contributions to 
British life and global under- 
standing.

Judge to analyse evidence over Easter 


THE outcome of an 
Election Court hearing 
sitting in the High Court 
will be revealed after the 

Easter holidays. 

Four voters had taken legal 
action against Mayor Lutfur 
Rahman, asking Election 
Commissioner Richard Mawrey 
-who sat as a judge - to declare 
the result of the May 2014 


mayoral election void and to 
order a re-run. 

Lawyers made their final 
submissions in court last 
Tuesday, March 24 after the 
six- week hearing. 

Francis Hoar for the petition- 
ers said that "grave allegations" 
had been made by the four 
voters - and he said they had 
been "proven" and that Mr 


Rahman had used his powers 
"wholly contrary to public law". 

Duncan Penny representing 
Mr Rahman described the 
group's claims as invention, ex- 
aggeration and "in some cases 
downright deliberately false". 

Mr Mawrey said he would 
analyse the evidence and reveal 
his decision on a date to be fixed.

‘More control over 
your own care’

CARE and support services 
will be changing across the 
country from this week, 
with new independent 
financial information and 
advice available. 

The new national changes 
that start on Wednesday, April 1 
are designed to help residents 
plan better for the future and 
create more personal control 
over the help they receive. 

The council will be working 
to make sure more people get 
the help they need, whether that 
is a carer who needs a break or 
someone who may be able to 
move to a care home without 
having to undergo the stress of 
selling their home. 

Robert McCulloch-Graham, 


director of education, social 
care and wellbeing, said: “Our 
aim is to improve the way we 
work, to support families to 
support themselves and provide 
help to those that need it most. 
We want to keep people well for 
as long as possible." 

At the moment there is no 
limit to what care and support 
can cost, and this means that 
people with very high care 
needs may have to pay expen- 
sive bills. Many residents will 
need care and support at some 
point in their lives and these 
changes aim to help them 
prepare for the future. 

The changes include: 

anyone who provides unpaid 
care or support to an adult 
family member or friend may 
be able to get more help so they 


can carry on caring, and can look 
after their own wellbeing; 

carers will be entitled to an 
assessment of their needs, irre- 
spective of whether the person 
they care for has eligible needs; 

for the first time, if a carer has 
eligible needs of their own, 
they will have the right to sup- 
port from the council to help 
them carry on caring and look 
after their own wellbeing; 

pathways for young people 
entering adulthood with sup- 
port needs will be clearer; 

anyone who currently pays for 
their own care and support 
and does not have contact with 
the council, can still be provid- 
ed with information and advice.

Phoneline help for 
universal credit 


THE council has brokered 
a deal with the govern- 
ment to support residents 
through the roll-out of 
the new universal credit. 

From April 9, vulnerable 
residents will be able to call a 
direct phoneline to the univer- 
sal credit service centre. 

It is designed to quickly 
resolve issues for residents, in 
particular those who face finan- 
cial hardship or risk eviction. 

The Department of Work and 
Pensions has agreed to provide 
additional support for those 
who need help with online 
claims. 

It will also provide funding to 
support those who need help 
with personal budgeting and 
managing their money, and 
to ensure those eligible receive 


support with council tax 
reduction. 

Universal credit provides a 
new single system of means- 
tested support for working-age 
households who are in or out 
of work. It currently affects 
new, single claimants of out- 
of-work benefits, with no 
dependents. 

If you are a new claimant of 
universal credit and need 
support, call Jobcentre Plus on 
0345 604 3719 for advice of 
what support you may be able 
to access. 

The council has also arranged 
for residents to receive one- 
to-one support at Idea Store 
Chrisp Street on Tuesdays from 
2-4pm and at Idea Store 
Whitechapel on Thursdays 
from 2-4pm from April 7.

portant guidance for parents. It

We do our best to work close- 
ly with parents in all aspects of 
educating their children. This is 
why it was so pleasing to see a 
record attendance at our annual 
parenting conference. 

Under the theme Families 
Matter - Raising Achievement 
and Realising Aspirations, more 
than 160 people came togeth- 
er to discuss the ways parents 
can help their children improve 
their learning and education. 

It was yet another example 
of how, by working together, the 
strong community in Tower 
Hamlets can bring out the best 
for our children's education. 

Our well-publicised success 
in this area has been showcased 
again, with BBC Scotland 
spending a day at two of our 
schools - Hermitage Primary 
School and Mulberry School 
for Girls - with the intention of 
sharing the lessons from the 
transformation of education in 
Tower Hamlets with politicians 
north of the border. 

The story of the borough's re- 
markable turnaround of its 
schools has already reached an 
international audience but Mul- 
berry head teacher Dr Vanessa 
Ogden and Cath Smith, head- 
teacher at Bow School, will be 
cementing this reputation by 
speaking at a Danish education- 
al conference on the subject. 

We are constantly investing 
in improving our schools and ed- 


ucation settings. Last week saw 
the formal openings of Our 
Lady and St Joseph Catholic 
Primary School, and the new 
Bigland site of Wapping Chil- 
dren's Centre. Meanwhile, pupils 
are enjoying getting to know 
their wonderful surroundings 
in the new £10 million Wool- 
more Primary School. 

We have increasing demand 
for our school places and we 
were proud that Tower Hamlets 
once again had one of London's 
best records for offering pupils 
starting secondary school a 
place at their first-choice school. 

One of the ways of building 
a successful and in-demand 
collection of schools is to create 
strong partnerships. We are de- 
lighted to have formed such a 
relationship with Jamie Oliver 
through his Ministry of Food 
campaign. 

The partnership, which was 
formally launched at the parent- 
ing conference, involves local 
parents being trained in cook- 
ing skills, who will themselves 
then train other local parents. 

Such high-profile work is 
greatly valued and appreciated, 
but of course much of the hard 
work of the council goes on be- 
hind the scenes without grab- 
bing the media's attention. 

For example, the African Fam- 
ilies Service is the only one of its 
kind in the UK. It has special- 
ist knowledge in the culture and 
beliefs of the black African com- 
munity, and provides social 
work expertise for families from 
this community. 

The service held a hugely 
successful two-day workshop 
last month and the event at- 
tracted international delegates. 

Finally, last Tuesday was 
World Social Work Day. It is 
quite right that this occupation 
should be afforded its own cel- 
ebratory day, for it is undoubt- 
edly one of the hardest jobs in 
the world.

Sex health bus hits road 


Supporting your 
health and wellbeins

RESIDENTS are being 
urged to look after their 
sexual health as experts 
get on the road to provide 
advice aboard the new 
Barts Health bus. 

The service, launched on 
March 18 at Mile End Hospital 
(right), gives people the chance 
to jump on board and find out 
about the available support. 

Health experts are opening 
their doors to provide a full 
range of sexual health care 
from contraception, free con- 
doms, pregnancy testing and 
emergency contraception, 
through to testing for sexually 
transmitted infections (STIs), 
screening and treatment. No 
appointment is needed. 

Specialists will also be on 


hand to advise about services for 
female genital mutilation (FGM) 
reversal and termination of 
pregnancies, with counselling 
services specific to sexual health 
available. 

Two private rooms on the bus 
are available for confidential 
discussions, and the bus comes 
fully equipped with running 
water and a bathroom. 

After an introductory tour 


across Tower Hamlets, a bus 
timetable reflecting the most 
popular 'hotspots' will be devel- 
oped and published on the 
Barts Health website to enable 
people to look up exactly when 
the bus will drop by their area. 

Lovelle Smith, lead nurse in 
Tower Hamlets contraception 
and sexual health service, run 
by Barts Health NHS Trust, 
explained: "We are proud to be 


making access to sexual health 
support easier and quicker than 
ever before. For the first time, we 
are bringing care directly to lo- 
cal people instead of them hav- 
ing to come to us. 

"I urge everyone who lives or 
works in east London and has 
questions about their sexual 
health to keep an eye out for our 
bus and jump on board for 
quick, friendly and confidential 
support." 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director 
of public health for the council, 
said: "As Tower Hamlets has 
some of the highest rates of HIV 
and sexually transmitted infec- 
tions in London, especially 
among our gay men and young 
people, increasing access to 
sexual health services is a top 
priority for public health and our 
partners across health services."

50th anniversary 


On April 1, the London 
Borough of Tower

John Rennie looks at 
the political and social 
changes that have 
taken place in the 
borough since 1965.

1965 was an important year for Lon- 
don. The old world of deference, of 
an England run by a political aris- 
tocracy, was fading. 

Eden, Macmillan and Douglas-Home 
would soon be history, with Labour poised 
for power the following year. Perhaps 
there is no more poignant symbol of that 
ending than the state funeral of Winston 
Churchill in January of that year. 

As the outposts of the British Empire 
fell one by one, the new British exports 
would be those of pop culture; grey smog- 
gy London would switch into colour and start 
to swing. 

London, as a political entity, was a mess, 
however. The ancient city had grown, strained 
and finally burst its boundaries in the 19th 
century, as it soared from a population of 
one million in 1800, eventually peaking at 
4.5 million just before World War II. 

During the 1800s it had spilled, 
uncontrolled, eastward into Middlesex, to 
create the East End, and swallowed up 
swathes of the Home Counties north, 
south and west too. And by the early six- 
ties, the old governing bodies were no longer 
fit for purpose. 

A ramshackle collection of borough and 
parish councils, vestries and hundreds had 
been tidied up by the Local Government Act 
of 1888, which had created the County of 
London. In 1900, that county would be sub- 
divided into 28 metropolitan boroughs.

But even as the new structure was put 
in place, it was out of date. In 1901, the Coun- 
ty of London had already topped four mil- 
lion, but the increasing numbers were spread 
over an ever greater geographical area. 

By 1961 the population had fallen 
to 3.2 million. The destruction of war had 
hastened the process as East Enders moved 
out first to the new suburbs around 
Dagenham and then to the new towns of 
Basildon and Harlow. 

London continued to sprawl but the 
centre was hollowing out. The metropoli- 
tan boroughs of Stepney, Poplar and Beth- 
nal Green all saw declining rate revenues 
with a growing need to rebuild their 
crumbling Victorian infrastructure. Some- 
thing had to change. 


The 1963 London Government Act saw 
a massive reorganisation, as Greater 
London was officially recognised for the first 
time. The old 28 boroughs became 
32, with 12 new inner London boroughs 
and 20 outer London ones, pulling 
the far reaches of Hornchurch, Bromley, 
Enfield and Uxbridge into London for the 
first time. 

The upper tier of government would 
be the new Greater London Council, 
replacing the old London County Council. 
Services would be split between the local 
and London-wide governments, with the 
GLC running strategic services - fire, emer- 
gency planning, waste disposal and flood 
prevention.

Tower Hamlets would be respon- 
sible for services including waste 
collection, and would share respon- 
sibility with the GLC for roads, 
housing, city planning and leisure ser- 
vices. Schools, meanwhile, would be 
under the control of the Inner London 
Education Authority (ILEA). 

And so, in 1965, the three East End 
boroughs of Stepney, Poplar and 
Bethnal Green were merged into the 
new London Borough of Tower 
Hamlets, the name taken from the 
historic nickname for the Tower 
division of Middlesex. 

But Tower Hamlets had even 
bigger problems than most London 
boroughs. 

The decimation of buildings in the 
Blitz had been worse here than 
anywhere else, and the traditional 
industries of the East End were in 
decline... the docks most of all. 

What had once been the world's 
biggest port was first taken down 
river to Tilbury, and then what re- 
mained was gradually left to die. 

By the 1970s, huge swathes of 
Tower Hamlets were simply derelict. 

The decline in London's population 
was exaggerated here. In 1931 the 
combined population of the three 
boroughs was 488,000; in 1961 it had 
fallen to 205,000; in 1971 to 165,000; 
bottoming out at 161,000 in 1991 be- 
fore beginning to climb once more. 

If the over-arching organisation 
changed, the political colour of 
the East End map would largely 
remain red. 

The 1964 local election results had 
seen Labour win 55 council seats, the 
Communists three, with two others'. 


In 1968, those others' had gone back 
to Labour. 

In both 1971 and 1974, Labour 


enjoyed a clean sweep of all 60 seats. 

Things began to change with the 
emergence of the Liberals in the East

End. They won seven seats in 1978 
and - initially in alliance with the old 
SDP and then as the newly merged 


Lib Dems - rose to a high of 30 seats 
in 1990. 

The political landscape of Tower 


Hamlets probably changes more 
frequently than in any other area of 
the country and is seldom out of the 
spotlight 

The BNP's Derek Beackon famous- 
ly won his seat in the Millwall 
by-election of 1993, but after a disas- 
trous tenure was roundly beaten by 
Labour in the 1994 election. 

Respect, led by George Galloway, 
won 12 seats in the 2006 poll, but 
swiftly fell away thereafter. 

More change was on the way and 
in the 2006 election the Conservatives 
won their first seven seats on the 
council. 

Between the 2006 and 2010 
elections, the council make-up 
changed with several councillors 
moving between different parties. 

Then in 2010, residents voted to 
have a directly elected mayor, and 
Lutfur Rahman became the UK's first 
Muslim executive mayor. 

At the May 2010 election, the 
composition of the council had been 
41 Labour, eight Conservative, one 
Respect and one Lib Dem councillor. 

Subsequently, eight Labour coun- 
cillors and one Conservative joined Mr 
Rahman's independent group. 

The mayor (whose grouping was 
now called Tower Hamlets First) was 
re-elected in May 2014, and the 
party took 18 of the 45 council seats. 

Over the decades since 1965 
the borough had been changing 
(as the East End always has). 

As ever, plentiful cheap housing 
created opportunities. As immigrants 
arrived in numbers from Bangladesh, 
they found the East End offered 
afford-able places to live.

Others followed: the Somali civil war in 
the 1990s saw a new wave of immigrants 
to the East End, and from the turn of the 
21st century, there was an influx of people 
from Eastern Europe. 

But of course, the pattern of immigration 
to the East End is far more diverse than that, 
as the multiplicity of languages in schools 
today shows. 

And it wasn't just people seeking cheap 
housing. A new affluence started to 
trickle into the East End... though it 
wasn't for all. 

The London Docklands Development 
Corporation promised a brave new world 
with the Canary Wharf development in the 
1980s. The redundant railway cuttings 
were even pressed back into service to run 
the Docklands Light Railway. 

But as luxurious 'yuppie' flats soared 
above the Isle of Dogs, local people might 
have been forgiven for wondering where 
their familiar old world was going, with 
apartments priced for bank employees 
rather than Islanders looking for somewhere 
to live. 

Unaffordability rippled out from central 
London as the new century turned. It's 
taken just a decade or so to turn Shore- 
ditch and Spitalfields from poor, post- 
industrial inner-city London to desirably hip 
and horribly expensive. 

The forthcoming high-rise blocks suggest 
that in the next decade it will simply be 
horribly expensive. 

One thing is certain. The council and the 
borough won't look the same in another 
50 years. Tower Hamlets has changed be- 
yond recognition in recent times. Fifty years 
ago, most of the citizens of the borough 
would have identified themselves as 'Chris- 
tian' in the census, even if they never set 
foot in a church. 

Today, the changed mix of the borough 
sees just 27 per cent identified as Christian, 
with more than 30 per cent identifying 
themselves as Muslim. The make-up of the

East End will continue to change, as it has 
done since the Huguenots came to our 
shores in the 1700s. 

And 50 years ago, the idea that people 
would have been moving back into the East 
End, as a desirable place to live, would have 


been laughable. A barren, depopulating and 
decaying inner city suburb, transformed into 
the desirable multicultural heart of 
London, and with one of the capital's 
fastest growing populations - let's check 
back in another half century.

Native trees take root at 
Jolly's Green open space 



Tree planting is part of the borough’s biodiversity strategy 


THE council has planted 
small trees at Jolly’s Green 
open space in Poplar as 
part of a bid to improve 
the environment. 

The trees were planted to 
address the fact that there is 
little woodland in Tower 
Hamlets, and none of it is 
ancient woodland. 

The recent planting of trees 
consisted of a mixture of species 
native to Britain including 
varieties of field maple, hazel, 
cherry, buckthorn, elder and 
Guelder rose. 

The planting is a part of the 
borough's biodiversity strategy, 
which aims to encourage 
wildlife, reduce air and noise 
pollution, and enhance the 
local environment. 

Over the next three years, the 
council's Clean and Green team 
will be planting additional trees. 

While not strictly woodland, 


numerous trees around the 
borough, in parks, streets, 
housing estates and gardens are 
important in providing valuable 
habitat for birds, bats and 
invertebrates. 

This is particularly true of 
native trees and those which are 
good sources of nectar and/or 


berries, as well as large trees, 
which provide structural 
habitat. 

Managing these trees 
properly, and planting more 
in places where they do not 
harm existing, open habitats, 
will contribute to biodiversity 
conservation.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents 1 Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

A COLLECTIVE of Estonian 
artists hold an exhibition 
on the theme of errors 
and misunderstanding at 
the Leyden Gallery from 
March 31 -April 4 .

I’VE been eyeing up The 
Sun Tavern now for 
some time, as it’s pretty 
much opposite the Yoga 
Place where I ommm twice 
a week. 

The temptation to move 
from 'Downward Dog' to 'Face 
Down in Gin' is something I've 
managed to resist until now. 

I've heard good things about 
this place and the atmosphere 
is as Dickensian as you can get. 
Although it only opened at the 
end of last year, the original pub 
dates back to 1851. 

The dark interiors and the 
discrete exteriors left my dining 
companion, the Silver Fox, 
heralding “it's closed," until he 
opened the door and was met 
with a tattooed and mous- 
tached crowd. “It'll be nice when 
it's finished," is his next quip, the 
shabby chic historical layering 
of wallpapers, plaster and bare 
brick being like the proverbial 
pearls before swine to him. 

I settle in immediately, 
warmed by the gentle glow of 
candles and the ubiquitous 
filament bulbs. The waitress 


spots the need written in my 
face and quickly delivers a pitch 
perfect ice-cold gin martini: the 
day melts away with alacrity 
and I'm ready to dine. Service 
is perfect, chatty and warm 
without being interruptive. 


On the food front, there's a 
pop-up going on called Sub 
Cult, involving a menu of differ- 
ent hot and cold sandwiches 
with some pretty special sides. 

I plumped for the Sub Claws: 
pickled Cornish crab, crayfish 


and tiger prawns, adorned with 
radish and cucumber. I'm not 
sure how to best describe the 
mess I made of this, but it 
wasn't pretty I can tell you and 
the Silver Fox ordered more 
napkins with a rolling of the eye 
to the staff. 

He went for the 'classic' grilled 
cheese, pretty special with 
mozzarella, stilton and pro- 
volone cheeses. You'll not end up 
as Slimmer of the Year but I chal- 
lenge you to find a better toastie! 

Sides were good enough to 
stand alone: baked Parmesan 
polenta chips were enormous 
and jollied along with a spiced 
ketchup. Apple and celeriac re- 
moulade had me day-dreaming 
back to Eurocamp holidays, 
and organic honey-roasted 
carrots and port-roast beetroot 
with blue cheese dip ticked the 
trying-to-be-healthy box. 

This joint is fun, in the Zeit- 
geist and the perfect antidote to 
sun saluting yogis everywhere. 

Two ate subs and sides, 
washed down with pretty 
special cocktails for just over 
£20 a head.

Knobbly 'n' nice 


SATURDAYS are our busiest 
day of the week here at 
Stepney City Farm. 

The courtyard is transformed 
into a farmers' market selling 
artisan breads, cheeses, juices 
and fresh fruit and veg. 

The quality of the produce 
there will inspire any passion- 
ate home chef. 

This week it was the knobbly, 
bulbous celeriac that caught 
my eye. 

A wonderful vegetable, 
despite its appearance, with a 


rather pleasant nutty, sweet 
flavour. 

Boiled, mashed, layered in a 
creamy gratin, or raw in a fresh 
zesty coleslaw, it is delicious. 

In this recipe we look at 
another cooking technique - salt 
baked celeriac. 

This technique can be used 
for all root veg and meat too, 
and is used to keep the encased 
ingredient beautifully moist. 

It works very well with cele- 
riac, intensifying its flavours to 
create something quite special. 


Salt baked celeriac - serves 4 

Ingredients 

350g table salt 

1 celeriac head (unpeeled) 

300ml lukewarm water 

500g plain flour 

1 egg white 


Method 

1. Sift the flour and salt into a 
bowl. Mix thoroughly before 
adding the water. Combine to 
form a firm dough. 

2. Turn the dough out onto a 
floured surface and knead for 10 
minutes. Roll into a ball, wrap 
in cling film and leave to rest in 
the fridge for an hour. Preheat 
the oven to i8o°C. 

3. Take the dough from the 
fridge and turn out onto a 
floured surface. Roll out into a 
rough circle, around lcm thick. 
Place the celeriac in the middle 


and wrap up with the dough. 
Completely seal with dough, en- 
suring that there are no holes. 

4. Place on a baking tray and 
brush with the egg white. 

5. Place in the oven and cook for 
an hour, or until you feel no re- 
sistance when you pierce the 
celeriac with a skewer. 

6 . Remove from the oven and 
allow to cool. Cut through the 
dough and discard. Slice off the 
skin from the celeriac and cut 
into chunks. Serve with your 
Sunday roast or puree the flesh 
into a sweet, intense mash.
